Edward B. Clark, Fresh From Ship 


Passage 
Through 
Mine-Strewn 


St. George's Channel, Gives 


HI* Impressions of Trip. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


London.—The American ship Phila- 


delphia made Liverpool—safe, for all 
the pre-saillng scare. St. George's 
channel and the Irish sea may hare as 
many submarines In them as they hare 
fish, which is exceedingly doubtful, 
but they are pleasant places with a 
sufficient 
half-moon shining down 


upon their waters. 


Was there danger as the American 


liner made its way through these 
salt seas toward Liverpool? Perhaps, 
but, if so, no passenger on board gave 
expression to It in word or face. 


There was a tenseness among the 


men and women on the ship, but it 
was an inward thing. No one with 
sense believed for a moment that a 
submarine would sink an American 
passenger ship. 
Thought dwelt on 


the possibility, but it seemed to be 
one which could come only as the 
offspring of an awful mistake. 


Other American ships unquestion- 


ably will continue to go through the 
channel and the lesser sea unmen- 
aced. There was the spice of a sense 
of danger to make the trip exhilarat- 
ing or depressing as spice affects the 
human frame and mind. No one spoke 
of danger save rarely, and then the 
speakers were men. The women said 
nothing. 
In times that seem to be 


those of emergency, even If they are 
not, women always are stronger than 
men, but few men there be willing to 
admit the patent fact. 


Show Up Vessel's Name. 


As soon as the lights of the South of 


Ireland were sighted, and the Phila- 
delphia entered what in truth is a war 
cone, the sailors rigged two great 
electric lamps and hung them over the 
sides of the vessel, where their con- 
centrated beams fell on great white 
letters announcing the name of the 
ship and the fact that she was "an 
American." 
The name could be read 


over a long distance, for it was high 
enough above the tumbling waters to 
stand In the line of vision, clear and 
beacon-like. 


Until the edge of the war zone out- 


lying Ireland was reached no flag was 
shown by the Philadelphia. When the 
waters ot so-called danger were ap- 
proached the Stars and Stripes were 
broken out at the proper station. Or- 
dinarily the British flag would have 
been displayed forward as the ensign 
of the port of destination, but the 
American 
captain 
was taking no 


chances with the British flag, either 
forward, aft or amidships. 


There were five natives of England 


to one native of America on the Phila- 
delphia, and for once at least on the 
high seas the Stars and Stripes looked 
good to English eyes. At sunset the 
flag came down and the bright elec- 
tric lights were turned on to the name 
and nation of the ship, where within 
certain sea limits all men might read 
them. 


Man-of-War Ask* for Information. 
Some forty miles beyond Daunt's 


rock the lights of a man-of-war ap- 
peared. The vessel was lying in the 
sea shadows, not more than three- 
quarters of a mile away. Nothing but 
the lights were visible, but their dis- 
tribution showed even the unpractlced 
eye that the vessel displaying them 
was a warship ot a greater type. Sud- 
denly from the starboard side of the 
dreadnaugut, predreadnaught or cruis- 
re, whatever she was, came a sharp 
flasfc of light, which was followed by 
successive twinkles 
The Britisher 


•was signaling the Yankee, and the 
Yankee instantly paid heed. 


"What ship Is that?' 
An answer was twinkled back from 


the bridge 


"Wherp bound?" 
Back went the answer. 
It the response had not been given 


quickly and readily a shot would have 
come across the Philadelphia's bows. 
The British guardshlps where St. 
George's channel meets the ocean are 
taking no chances, and this notwith- 
standing the fact tbat German mer- 
chant and German war ships virtually 
have disappeared from the waters. 


No Tear Felt by Americans. 


There may have been no submarines 


In the Irish sea when the Philadel- 


than there was on Its deck. He told 
the truth. 


Only one boat was swung out on Its 


davits by the crew of the Philadel- 
phia; It could not have held by any 
chance more than a dozen or fifteen 
people; it was swung out a long time 
before the war zone was reached. 
Why? No one knew. It Is as much 
of a puzzle today as it was the day that 
the crew swung the lifeboat over the 
water. 


It has heen said of other voyages 


that passengers on ships passing 
through the Irish sea at night did not 
go to bed, or if they did, they turned 
in with their clothes on. There was 
only one passenger on the American 
liner who stayed up all night through 
the Irish sea, and he was a jolly, old 
retired naval officer who had served 
his time and who could not get over 
the habit of staying on watch. This 
old chap most be seventy-five years 
old, but he showed up at the breakfast 
table shining, rosier and more gen- 
erally wide-awake than any compan- 
ion passenger. 


The night before the Irish sea was 


entered an Englishman who was play- 
ing bridge and side talking about the 
matter of stewards' tips said: 


"Perhaps the only steward we must 


tip will be the one waiting on Davy 
Jones." 


England a Solemn Place. 


This word from the Britisher was 


about the only one heard from a man 
suggestive of any dread possibilities 
from the sailing of the war-zone sea. 
The women, as I have said, kepf off 
the subject of the war and of danger 
from start to finish. About an hour 
befdre turning-ln time fifteen or twen- 
ty of the woman passengers gathered 
in a corner of the so-called social hall 
and conferred together.

Some fungi are the natural enemies 


of whitefly and in many cases wil 
work an effective control of that in- 
sect in citrus groves. 
Fungi need 


moist conditions and consequently tup 
wet season is the be^t time for their 
introduction. 


Insecticides are also effective and 


where spring spraying has not been 
resorted to, where the whitefles are 
numerous, if the weather is too dry 
for fungi, or If the trees are too young 
to afford ample shade for fungi, it is 
necessary to use insecticides. 


If the large number of whitefly 


larvae demand spraying, the oil emul- 
sions or misctble oil sprays should 
Be used. Instruction for mixing and 
applying the sprays and also for the 
introduction of fungi are contained in 
Bulletin 123 of the University of Plor 
Ida experiment station, Gainesville, 
which wil be sent free to any one who 
will request It. 


The brown, red and microcera fungi 


are the ones mobt commonly used. 
If one has a large orchard the best 
method of application is with a spray. 
Take some of the leaves from trees 
Infected with the fuugi and put them 
in water. 
This 
water 
should 
be 


sprayed on the trees 
The spores will 


germinate and grow upon the bodies 
of the larvae. The fungi may cover 
a considerable portion of the leaf sur- 
face in their quest of larvae~but they 
will not attack the leaves. 


J. R. Watson, entomologist to the

fungi be introduced at the same time 
so that the expense of introduction 
may be lessened. For the summer 
months, however, the brown and red 
are the best. Both of these should 
be introduced by all means 
The mi- 


crocera grows better in the cool fall 
months. 


For small trees and small groves, 


the fungi may be introduced by rub- 
bing the leaves infested with the fungi 
spores on those of the trees to ba 
treated 
Sometimes the spore-bearing 


leaves are pinned on the tree leaves. 
Often small trees are dipped or an 
atomizer is used in applying the 
spores —Agricultural News Service.

It marks the last spot 
contested by the crown prince in the 
retreat which be was forced to make 
to keep his lines in touch with the re- 
treating armies on his right flank, 
armies which occupied a long front ex- 
tending from this place almost to the 
gates of Paris. 


Dotted With Graves. 


This plain, with Its dotting graves 


of German and Frenchmen, newly dug, 
and with its great gaping boles made 
by the falling shells, marks the pres- 
ent high tide in this section of the 
French advance from the Marne. The 
fighting, cigarette-smoking, 
almost 


debonair soldiers of the republic on 
this battle front are still on the of- 
fensive and are throwing themselves 
forward daily under the cover of a 
screen of shell fire in desperate en- 
deavor to drive their enemy from the 


written something of my military com- 
panion. His mother was an Amer- 
ican. He stands six feet three in his 
campaign socks. He is dressed today 
as always, in his "horizon blue." This 
color melts into the sky screen, and 
as my eyes seek the captain out when 
he Is at a distance, I feel that no am 
titlous artillery man can make an ade- 
quate mark of him, loomingly big 
though he Is.

Supplies Constantly Arriving. 


From bases which I must not name

They admired the spirit which 
prompted the aged ones and tbe wom- 
en and the children to dare death in 
order to make a full crap passible 
bat they did not think that a few ex- 
tra bushels of wheat or of potatoes 
would compensate France for further 
losses among Its peasantry. It was 
necessary, therefore, to call a halt on 
this fine but dangerous farming en- 
deavor. The toilers did not mind the 
hell of shell fire any more than the 
soldiers did, but there are some sac- 
rifices which are needless. So it is 
that the peasant toll of today must 
manifest itself only up to the inside 
limit of danger from dropping projec- 
tiles. Thus 11,18 that the plain on 
which I am standing has not yet been 
turned by the plow. 


Nature has been at work here ever 


since it felt the first warming touch of 
spring's sun. This battlefield today Is 
covered 
with 
flowers, 
dandelions, 


daisies, forget-me-nots and violets. The 
deep pits dug by the earlier fallen 
shells are now sunken gardens. White 
and gold, yellow and blue and crim 
son, enter Into the color scheme of the 
battlefield. I never knew before the 
knifelike sharpness of contrast. tVar 
and death are in tbe valley, and pefcce 
and life are on the commanding hill. 
The guns are pounding while over my 
head two skylarks are soaring and 
singing. The fast growing grass af- 
fords the birds shelter for their nests, 
and above them always is the sky 
against whose foundations artillery is 
vainly used. 


Reminders of the Battle. 


All along the edges of this plateau 


the trenches are deeply cut They are 
used for shelter by the men of both 
armies during the sweeping fire on 
this open plain. Today they are some- 
what back of the rearmost trenches 
of the present fighting line. It is eas- 
ily learned how savage was the flght 
in this place where today one picks 
flowers and listens to the larks sing- 
Ing in defiance of the noise of the 
cannon. Reminders of the battle that 
has moved on apace are everywhere. 
German shells and French shells ex- 
pended either vainly or to awful pur- 
pose are an incumbrance to one's foot- 
steps When one follows the track of 
modern war he wonders that any man 
engaged in it can live to write Us 
history. 


It Is hard to turn away from this 


field near St. Mihiel. There have been 
horrors enough along the line of the 
way to make one hate war for all 
time, but yet there is something 
about it which grips the interest and 
the imagination. This battlefield of 
Vaux-Marie is one point of two meet- 
Ing lines of a triangle, within whose 
compass the fighting has been at Its 
fiercest and whose edge is still fanned 
by the hot breath of battle. I have 
said that this triangle is out of the 
present fighting, but one cannot so 
sense It while the ground shakes with 
the roar of artillery. 


France is high-heartedly hopeful to- 


day that the line of this fighting will 
continue to recede northward and 
north-eastward, and that the recession 
will become quicker paced day by day 
as the spring and the summer ad- 
vance. As It Is the fragments of vil- 
lages within this triangle, and which 
are still shaken by the gunfire, feel 
seemingly that their future safety Is 
as assured as if they were removed 
a thousand leagues from the clashing 
armies In the valleys of the Aire and 
the Meuse. The few villagers who 
have come back have lull confidence 
in the prowess of the French soldiers 
who are bulwarking the land. 


Mere Desolate Villages. 


Near this field of the fighting there 


are several desolated places which I 
have seen, but of which I have not 
written, so like is their condition to 
that of scores of other villages which 
I have visited and whose pathos ap- 
pealed. 
Pretz and Vassincourt are 


gone, Louppy le Chateau Is a pile of 
ruins. At Revigny nothing is left but 
the walls of the church and one saint's 
itatue, from which destruction In 
some way or another was warded off. 


We see these places as we pass 


from the battlefield to a village still 
standing, at least in part, and where 
we may rest, and where we might 
forget war were It not for the distant 
rolling of the guns along the Hue 
where men are killing men. We are 
going back to Paris and from there 
later I hope to go under the same 
guidance to another part of France, 
where, as along this line, the armies 
are at death grips.

opened at Wilson, near here, more 
than $50,000 In cash was found. Lamm 
died recently and It was supposed that 
he was worth $100,000, but now It ap- 
pears he was worth three times that 
amount. An old homemade sack in 
the safe contained $34,832 In gold cer- 
tificates and thlrteeen envelopes held 
$16,000 In cash.

Belgian Newspaper Man Tells of 


Escape Into Holland. 


Humble H.roes Who Make • Living In 


Expediting Passage of Those Who 


Wish to Go to Holland- 


Trying Night Watch. 


Rotterdam.—Willy R. Benedictus, a 


well-known Belgian newspaper writer 
bas arrived here after a daring trip 
through the German-tines guarding the 
frontier of Belgium. 


To get out he employed one of the 


men who are making a living by the 
perilous business of expediting the 
passage of those wishing to leave the 
conquered kingdom. They arrived at 
a hamlet on the frontier late at night 


"The man at whose bouse we put up 


is one of the humble heroes who dur- 
ing the war have sprung up from the 
most 
unexpected 
quarters," 
said 


Benedictus. 


"Before the war he might have been 


something of a poacher, but since the 
summer he has been of incomparable 
use to his country in allowing hun- 
dreds ct young men to leave Belgium 
and Join the army. He began by tak- 
ing me for a spy on account of my 
beard. 'Beard,' he said, 'may be false.' 
But my guttle gave him the password. 
That satisfied him, and we waited 
what the night was to bring us. 


"Three other young men were to 


pass also; one of them, a Russian, had 
waited for five days in the peasant's 
little house. 


"Our host took us at about midnight 


to a spot I shall remember till my 
dying day 
Imagine a. road of ten 


yards or so in width running between 
the sharp ascents of two cliffllke little 
hills. One of the cliffs is Belgium. The 
other—Holland. AH we had to do was 
to run down one of the cliffs, cross the 
road and climb Into the other steep 
bank. But easier Bald than done'" 


"For hours we crouched behind our 


cliff awaiting the signal, which our 
leader was in no haste to give. I can- 
not answer for the others, but for my 
part I was growing nervous. 
It is 


known that the sentries fire at once If 
they see anyone. And their shouting 
rather got on my nerves. 


"There were two of them—two 


landsturm men—walking to and fro 
on the road. We saw clearly every 
line of their faces, as the moon was 
full, and the big men guarding an in- 
visible line a.nd halloing to each other 
from time to time, were ghostly. 


' 'Isn't the full moon a drawback for 


us?' I asked our guide 'By no means; 
if there were no such moon you could 
rush Into the sentry's arms, as a young 
fool did last week!' 


"We had to wait the moment when 


the sentries were a hundred yards 
from each other 
It struck half-past 


two at a neighboring church; the sen- 
tries exchanged, or rather shouted, the 
password; the signal was given, and 
off we darted. We threw ourselves 
down the cliffs and the ten yards of 
the road were covered In two stride*.

LAWS GOVERNING HOTELS 


State Hotel Commissioner A. L. 


Messer has. formulated new rules gov- 
erning hotels and restaurants as au- 
thorized by the laws of Florida. 


Rule 1. These rules and regulations 


are designed to give you the maximum 
safety, comfort and health protection 
that a hotel, rooming house or res 
taurant will reasonably permit. The 
management, however, must have you: 
hearty assistance and co-operation t< 
conduct this establishment in a satis 
factory manner. You should use th< 
property of the hotel, rooming house 
or restaurant with the same care as 
if it were in your own homes. The 
use of wash bowls in sleeping room1 


for urinals; towels and bedding to 
shine shoes; expectorating on floors 
walls or carpets; or other equall 
filthy practices should be condemned 
by all persons who desire to improv 
living conditions in our hotels, room 
ing houses or restaurants. 


Rule 2. Every 
hotel, 
rooming 


house and restaurant in this state 
shall be conducted in every depart 
ment in a manner most conductive to 
the protection of the health, comforl 
and safety of Its guests, and it shal 
be constructed, equipped and main 
tained with efficient plumbing, ventila 
tion and lighting, in accordance with 
standards prescribed by rules, regula 
tions and orders issued In conformity 
to law. 


Rule 3. All hotels, rooming house1 


and restaurants in cities, towns and 
villages where a system of water 
works and sewers, adjacent to the 
property is maintained for public use 
shall be equipped with suitable lava 
tories and toilet facilities for the ac 
commodation of its guests. The sewer 
must be connected with the public 
sewer system. 


All toilets, urinals, lavatories, bath 


tubs, sinks and drains in hotels, room- 
ing houses and restaurants shall be 
installed and maintained in conform 
ity with standard, sanitary plumbing 
regulations 


Each hotel, rooming house or res- 


taurant shall be provided with a pub 
lie wash room, which must be sup- 
plied with clean Individual towels as 
provided by law, (the use of roller 
towels is prohibited); also at least 
one public toilet for each fifteen sleep- 
ng rooms or fraction thereof, that are 
without toilets in addition to those 
provided with individual toilets. 


Every toilet room in hotels, room- 


Ing houses and restaurants shall be 
artificially lighted during the entire 
period that the building is occupied, 
wherever and whenever adequate na 
tural light is not available, so that ail 
parts of the room are*asHy visible. 


Rule 4.',.All hotels, rooming bouses 


and restaurants in cities, towns or vil- 
ages not havinga public sewer sys- 
tem or water works, shall have prop- 
erly constructed 
privies, vaults or 


other sanitary devices, which shall al- 
ways be kept clean, properly ventil- 
ated and well screened from insects 
and rodents. 


The wall or partition between the 


.partments must be tight. A separate 
apartment with separate entrance, 
properly designated and screened 
'rom public view, must be provided 
for each sex.

oughly screened against flies, cock 
roaches and other vermin. 


Decayed, contaminated or unwhole 


some meats, vegetables or other food 
products, shall not be served in air 
hotel or restaurant, nor shall they bi 
stored in any hotel 
or restauran 


storeroom. 


All places where foods are prepared 


or stored, shall be kept in a clean and 
sanitary condition. 


The drains from ice boxes and re 


frigerators must be properly trapped 


Rule 7. All water for drinking and 


culinary purposes in hotels and res 
taurants shall be free from contain 
ination. 


The use of contaminated, unwhole- 


some or impure ice in drinks, or for 
cooling of food by direct contact, is 
prohibited in hotels and restaurants. 


Rule 8. All garbage and kitchen 


refuse must be kept in water-tight 
metal cans provided with close-fitting 
metal covers, unless otherwise pro- 
tected from flies and other vermin 
and the contents must be removed as 
often as necessary to prevent decom 
position ana overflow 
The use o: 


wooden containers is prohibited. 


Where garbage chutes or conveyors 


are used, they must be constructed so 
as to exclude from the building al 
odors arising from such garbage. 


No waste water 
(including dish 


water) shall be discharged on or near 
the premises so as to create a nul 
ance. 
Rule 9. The dining rooms, and all 


places where meals are. served in 
hotels and restaurants, shall be kept 
clean, well ventilated, heated, lighted 
and in a 
sanitary 
condition 
This 


shall include the proper cleaning of 
the floor, celling, walls, tables, chairs 
trays and all other dining room equip- 
ment. 


The dining room shall be equipped 


with serviceable furniture. 


Table cloths and pads must be kept 


clean. 


Napkins, when provided, must be 


washed and ironed after being used 
by any guest 


The use of dirty or cracked dishes, 


or glassware in which food or drink 
is prepared or served, or dirty silver- 
ware in hotels and restaurants is pro- 
hibited. 


All dishes, silverware, glasses,finger 


bowls, and all other dining room uten 
slls must be thoroughly cleaned after 
being used by any individual. 


Finger bowls, when used, must be 


filled with fresh, pure water for each 
guest 


Rule 10. Every sleeping room shall 


be of sufficient size to afford at least 
400 cubic feet of air space for each 
occupant over twelve years >of age, 
and 200 cubic feet for each occupant 
under twelve years of age. No greater 
number of occupants than thus es- 
tablished shall be permitted to sleep 
n any one room 


Sleeping rooms must be kept in 


good repair. The ceiling, walls and 
floor shall be free from dirt. 


No room shall be used tor a sleep- 


ing room In any hotel heretofore con- 
structed which does not have an ade- 
quate opening, other than a transom 
over the door, to the outside of the 
building, or too well-ventilated light 
wells, air shafts, courts, or hallways 
.ight wells, air shafts and courts in 
such hotels must be open at the top, 
or provided with approved ventilator's 
to furnish proper ventilation. 


In rooms having an outside window, 


or a window opening on a well ven- 
ilated light well, air shaft or court, 
>roper ventilation can be secured if 
he window Is opened at top and boU 
om, and an adjustible shield placed 
it the bottom to prevent drafts. 


At least one window in each sleep- 


ng room must be so constructed to 
permit It to be raised from the hot- 
om or lowered from the top at any 
ime. If storm windows are used, at 
east one for each sleeping room shall 
>e either suspended from the top, or 
iloged from the sides, so that it can 
be opened and closed readily. 
* 


Doors to sleeping rooms shall be 


>rovided with, proper facilities for 
ocklng. 


Each room must be provided with 


it least one chair, two clothes hooks, 
and where an Individual toilet Is not 
available, with a chamber, and where 
mining water Is not supplied, must 
be furnished wltb dean wash water 


pitcher, wash bowl and slop Jar. 


Clean Individual towels must be 


supplied in all cases. 


All bedroom furnishings must be 


kept clean and free from odor, and 
each guest must be provided with 
clean wash water, and upon request, 
with pure, wholesome drinking water. 


Rugs and carpets shall 
be kept 


clean and thoroughly renovated at 
least once a year, and oftener when 
deemed necessary by the hotel com- 
missioner or inspector. 


(Rugs aie recommended for use in 


sleeping rooms in place of carpets.) 


Where sleeping and dressing rooms 


are provfded for employes, they shall 
be properly lighted, heated, ventilated 
and kept clean. 


All hotels not equipped with all- 


night illumination, must provide each 
sleeping room with a serviceable lamp, 
or candle and matches. 


Rule 11. All hotels shall hereafter 


provide each bed, bunk, cot or other 
Sleeping place for the use of tran- 
sient or permanent guests with white 
cotton or linen pillow slips, top and 
under sheets, also mattress, and a 
reasonably sufficient quantity of bed- 
ding. 


The under sheet to be of sufficient 


size to completely cover the mattres? 
and fold under on sides and ends 


The top sheet must be at least of 


equal width, and, on and after Janu- 
ary 1, 1916, it must not be less than 
90 inches long after being laundered. 


The long top sheet is to be folded 


back at the head of the bed so as to 
cover all top coverings, at 
least 


twelve inches. 


All bedding, Including mattresses, 


quilts, blankets, pillows, sheets and 
comforts used in any hotel or room- 
ing house must be thoroughly aired 
and kept clean. No bedding shall be 
used which is worn and unfit for fur- 
ther use. 
Pillow slips 
and 
sheets, 


must be washed and ironed as often, 
as they shall be assigned to a difler- 


Rule 12 Whenever a room in any 


hotel has been occupied by a guest 
with a communicabl" disease, it shall 
be thoroughly fumigated and disin- 
fected in accordance with the rules of 
the state hotel commission 
before 


being occupied by another guest. 


Rule 13. All sample display rooms 


shall be kept clean, and provided with 
sufficient light and ventilation. 


Rule 14 
All windows, doors and 


other openings to the outside of the 
building, in kitchens, dining rooms, 
cellars and public offices of every ho- 
tel and restaurant, must be properly 
screened against flies and other in- 
sects 


All sleeping rooms in every hotel 


having a window opening to the out- 
side of the building, must be provided 
with a suitable screen and in rooms 
having more than one window, screens 
shall be provided for each window in 
every such room. 


Rule 15 
All premises 
connected 


with, or used by, any hotel, rooming 
:iouse or restaurant, shall be kept in 
a sanitary condition, and it shall be 
the duty of any person or persons in 
charge of such hotel, rooming houses 
or restaurants to abate any nuisance, 
source of filth, or cause of sickness, 
existing on the premises as required 
by the statutes. 


Rule 16. For the construction of 


new fire escapes, consult the hotel 
commission.

British Navy Is at Anchor in the 


Orkneys. 


American Ship Officer, en Htlght, 


See* World'* Most Formidable 


Fleet — Secrecy and Close 


Guard I* Maintained.

^Correspondent of th« Chicago News. 
" Rotterdam, Holland.—The British 
North sea battleship fleet Is In the 
xOrkney Islands north of Scotland. For 
more than two months there has been 
no official news given, to the world as 
to Its whereabout* or what it was do- 
ing. On the contrary, strenuous ef 
forts have been made to conceal the 
' location of the fleet. The fleet's great 


work Is done. It destroyed every Ger 
man commerce raider. It drove everj 
enemy ship to harbor. 


There remains only one task—the 


destruction of the German fleet. Brit 
Ish naval policy long ago assumec 
definite shape. There is believed to be 
little doubt that the British fleet wil 
annihilate the enemy when they meet, 
but the admiralty thinks that this 
meeting win take place only when 
the Germans are ready to fight In 
open sea. Until then the British flee1 
•will remain safe in port. It will not 
risk unremunerative loss by permit- 
ting Isolated divisions to cruise in the 
North sea, a fair and sure target for 
the active German submarines. 


Consequently the British fleet lies 


at anchor Just as far from the Ger- 
man naval bases as It can get But 
It Is ready. There is no question 
about that It is tn the pink of condi- 
tion—and Is eager. 


By years of labor and the expendi- 


ture of much money the English 
navy has transformed the barren, 
desolate Orkney Islands into one of 
the strongest naval positions in the 
world. It is Great Britain's Kiel ca- 
nal and Wilhelmshaven all in one. The 
great feature about this base Is Its 
Inaccessibility. 


The mate of an American merchant 


ship which was held at Kirkwall In 
the Orkney Islands pending examina- 
tion slipped ashore. He made a com- 
plete circuit of the Kirkwall mainland 
and from the top of a mountain which 
overhangs the landlocked harbor he 
hadvan excellent view of the great hid- 
den naval base. 


When the American ship was at 


Kirkwall there were more than 'sev- 
enty great warships lying at anchor 
•under the lee of the island of Hoy. 
Forty of these were dreadnaughts and 
battle cruisers. Thirty were older bat- 
tleships and large armored cruisers. 
In other parts of the bay were fleets 
of warships of other types. 


To the left of the battleship fleet 


was an armada of more than 100 
wicked looking destroyers, while still 
farther to the left lay a fleet of armed 
merchantmen, probably to be used as 
transports. Behind the dreadnaught 
fleet, built out from the sandy shore, 
was a long wharf with several small 
buildings upon it 
To this wharf a 


fleet of submarines was tied side by 
side In groups ot four. 


Three entrances to Scapa Flow are 


completely blocked with great chain 
booms and strong wire nets. 
The 


fourth Is obstructed In the same man- 
ner,' so that only a skillful pilot can 
bring a big ship through in safety. 


One might sail around the Orkneys 


Indefinitely and never suspect that the 
most powerful fleet In the world lay 
bidden just over the circular ridge of 
mountains. 


German submarines are constantly 


nosing about. 
Hardly a day passes 


that one or more is not sighted. It 
lias been reported that several Ger- 
man submarines have been sunk lust 
off the Orkneys. 


The British navy ha* taken elabor- 


ate precautions to prevent German 
•cruiser* from getting to sea for com- 
merce raiding. The Skager-Rak, be- 
tween 
Norway and Denmark, Is 


watched closely by swift destroyers 
and submarines 
It German ships 


stand oat from the Baltic into the 
North sea through the Skager-Rak, 
the destroyer Informs the headquar-

occurrence in 


which two persons are alike exposed 
to pneumonia or other disease. One 
with low resisting power gets it. The 
other escapes because of his resisting 
power, due to good health and high 
physical condition.

ill-fated ship. Mrs. Baxter and four 
children and three others whose name 
I could not learn. 


All boats entering the Welland 


canal are stopped in' the locks and 
boarded by troops and searched for 
enemies of military age. There has 
been quite a number taken from the 
vessels. On proof of American citizen- 
ship they are released. 


There are a great number of South- 


erners who spend 
the 
summers in 


Canadian resorts on the lakes. Pass- 
ports are not required. But every car- 
riage, automobile or other convey- 
ance is stopped at the border line and 
searched by the soldiers. This came 
about from outrages perpetrated by 
the enemy or their sympathizers, such 
as the attempt to destroy railroad 
bridges, dynamiting the factory that 
Is employed In turning out uniforms 
for the army and the attempted de- 
struction of the armories at Windsor. 


There are a great number of Ger-

London.—The American ship Phila- 


delphia made Liverpool—Bate, for all 
the pro-Balling scare. St. George's 
channel and the Irish sea may have as 
man? submarines In them as they have 
fish, which IB exceedingly doubtful, 
but they are pleasant places with a 
sufficient 
half-moon shining down 


upon their waters. 


Was there danger as the American 


liner made its way through these 
salt seas toward Liverpool? Perhaps, 
but. If so, no passenger on board gave 
expression to it in word or face. 


There was a tenseness among the 


men and women on the ship, but it 
was an inward thing. No one with 
sense believed for a moment that a 
submarine would sink an American 
passenger ship. 
Thought dwelt on 


the possibility, but it seemed to be 
one which could come only as the 
offspring of an awful mistake. 


Other American ships unquestion- 


ably will continue to go through the 
channel and the lesser sea unmen- 
aced. There was the spice of a sense 
of danger to make the trip exhllarat 
ing or depressing as spice affects the 
human frame and mind. No one spoke 
of danger save rarely, and then OK 
speakers were men. The women said 
nothing. 
In times that seem to be 


those of emergency, even If they are 
not, women always are stronger than 
men, but few men there be willing to 
admit the patent fact. 


Show Up Vessel's Name, 


As soon as the lights of the South of 


Ireland were sighted, and the Phila- 
delphia entered what in truth is a war 
cone, the sailors rigged two great 
electric lamps and hung them over the 
sides of the vessel, where their con- 
centrated beams fell on great white 
letters announcing the name of the 
ship and the fact that she was "an 
American." 
The name could be read 


over a long distance, for it was high 
enough above the tumbling waters to 
stand in the line of vision, clear and 
beacon-like. 


Until the edge of the war zone out- 


lying Ireland was reached no flag was 
shown by the Philadelphia. When the 
waters of so-called danger were ap- 
proached the Stars and Stripes were 
broken out at the proper station. Or- 
dinarily the British flag would have 
been displayed forward as the ensign 
of the port of destination, but the 
American 
captain 
was taking no 


chances with the British flag, either 
forward, aft or amidships. 


There were five natives of England 


to one native of America on the Phila- 
delphia, and for once at least on the 
high seas the Stars and Stripes looked 
good to English eyes. At sunset the 
flag came down and the bright elec- 
tric lights were turned on to the name 
and nation of the ship, where within 
certain sea limits all men might read 
them. 


Man-of-War Atkt for Information. 
Some forty miles beyond Daunt's 


rock the lights of a man-of-war ap- 
peared. The vessel was lying in the 
sea shadows, not more than three- 
quarters of a mile away. Nothing but 


than there was on its deck. He told 
the truth. 


Only one boat was swung out on its 


davits by the erew of the Philadel- 
phia; it could not have held by any 
chance more than a dozen or fifteen 
people; it was swung out a long time 
before the war zone was reached. 
Why? No one knew. It is as much 
of a puzzle today as it was the day that 
the crew swung the lifeboat over the 
water. 


It has been said of other voyages 


that passengers on ships passing 
through the Irish sea at night did not 
go to bed, or if they did, they turned 
in with their clothes on. There was 
only one passenger on the American 
liner who stayed up all night through 
the Irish sea, and he was a jolly, old 
retired naval officer who had served 
his time and who could not get over 
the habit of staying on watch. This 
old chap most he seventy-five years 
old, but he showed up at the breakfast 
table shining, rosier and more gen- 
erally wide-awake than any compan- 
ion passenger. 


The night before the Irish sea was 


entered an Englishman who was play- 
ing bridge and side talking about the 
matter of stewards' tips said: 


"Perhaps the only steward we must 


tip will be the one waiting on Davy 
Jones." 


England a Solemn Place. 


This word from the Britisher was 


about the only one heard from a man 
suggestive of any dread possibilities 
from the sailing of the war-zone sea.

About an hour 
befdre turning-ln time fifteen or twen- 
ty of the woman passengers gathered 
in a corner of the so-called social hall 
and conferred together.

ordinary coaxing manner.

Some fungi are the natural enemies 


of whitefly and in many cases will 
work an effective control of that In- 
sect In citrus groves. 
Fungi need 


moist conditions and consequently thp 
wet season is the be^t time for their 
introduction. 


Insecticides are also effective and 


where spring spraying has not been 
resorted to, where the whltefles are 
numerous, if the weather is too dry 
for fungi, or if the trees are too young 
to afford ample shade for fungi, it is 
necessary to use insecticides. 


If the large number of whltefly 


larvae demand spraying, the oil einul 
sions or mlscible oil sprays should 
ue used. Instruction for mixing and 
applying the sprays and also for the 
introduction of fungi are contained in 
Bulletin 123 of the University of Plor 
Ida experiment station, Gainesville, 
which vvll be sent free to any one who 
will request it. 


The brown, red and microcera fungi 


are the ones moht commonly used. 
If one has a large orchard the best 
method of application is with a spray. 
Take some of the leaves from trees 
infected with the fuugi and put them 
in water. 
This 
water 
should 
be 


sprayed on the trees 
The spores will 


germinate and grow upon the bodies 
of the larvae. The fungi may cover 
a considerable portion of the leaf sur- 
face in their quest of larvae~but they 
will not attack the leaves. 


J. R. Watson, entomologist to the 


experiment station of the University 


fungi be Introduced at the same time 
so that the expense ol introduction 
may be lessened. For the summer 
months, however, the brown and red 
are the best. Both of these should 
be introduced by all means 
The mi- 


crocera grows better in the cool fall 
months. 


For small trees and small groves, 


the fungi may be introduced by rub- 
bing the leaves infested with the fungi 
spores on those of the trees to bo 
treated 
Sometimes the spore-bearing 


leaves are pinned on the tree leaves. 
Often small trees are dipped or an 
atomizer is used in applying the 
spores —Agricultural News Service.

It marks the last spot 
contested by the crown prince in the 
retreat which he was forced to make 
to keep his lines in touch with the re- 
treating armies on his right flank, 
armies which occupied a long front ex- 
tending from this place almost to the 
gates of Paris. 


Dotted With Graves. 


This plain, with Its dotting graves 


of German and Frenchmen, newly dag, 
and with Its great gaping holes made 
by the falling shells, marks the pres- 
ent high tide in this section of the 
French advance from the Marne. The 
fighting, cigarette-smoking, 
almost 


debonair soldiers of the republic on 
this battle front are still on the of- 
fensive and are throwing themselves 
forward daily under the cover of a 
screen of shell fire in desperate en- 
deavor to drive their enemy from the 


written something of my military com 
panion. His mother was an Amer- 
ican. He stands six feet three in his 
campaign socks. He is dressed today 
as always, in his "horizon blue." This 
color melts into the sky screen, am 
as my eyes seek the captain out when 
he Is at a distance, I feel that no am- 
titlous artillery man can make an ade- 
quate mark of him, loomlngly big 
though he is. 


There are so many shell-made cav- 


ities In this plain that I wonder It 
was necessary for either French or 
German to pause here to use the 
spade for grave-making for their dead. 
The fallen here are in great numbers. 
Many of the burials have been made 
within a few days. The survivors of 
the battle lay their comrades away 
tenderly. At the head of one long, 
mounded trench there is an inscrip- 
tion which says that within rest 67 
soldiers of France. On a cross at the 
head of the trench, roughly written by 
some kindly hand which in the battle 
time must make haste with its task, 
are the word, "Honneur aux Heros." 


Supplies Constantly Arriving. 


From bases which I must not name 


and lying well to our rear, supplies 
constantly are being brought up in 
gray motors and in heavy army wag- 
ons for the French armies battling 
along this line from St. Mlhiel to the 
Argonne forest I know that the last 
French official report has reported 
gains in the region of the Argonne 
forest, which lies only a few miles to 
my left and from which every few 
minutes I can hear the bellowing of 
ieavy guns. It seems from what I 
lear that the high hope of every 
trooper in the forces of Generals Lan- 
gle de Carry and Sarrail is that the 
effort and the success along this line 
will be in keeping with the marked ad- 
vances, which, rumor at least has it, the 
French and the British armies are 
making in the far northwest, where 
flank on flank as "we hear it here, they 
are-well into the first stage of the 
long-heralded spring drive.

natural and man-made defenses, be-

Industry of French Peasants. 


Brer since I came rate this field ot 


operation I have been struck by the 
flne-souled way In which the Old 
French peasants, aged men who can- 
not go to the lighting line, and the 
women and the children, have followed 
the army and hare fitted the blade of 
the plow Into the track of the ad- 
vancing machine gun. The old men, 
the women and the children of this 
land are cultivating the fields almost 
np to the point* of contact of the bat- 
tling armies. 80 earnest ieu the 
peasantry In Its endearor to make 
every acre of the soil yield Its toll 
against the day of possible need, that 
It actually carried Its tilling and plant- 
tag work into the fleMi where the 
•hell* (till were ratting. 


The military aatherlltM Oaallr wtr* 


compelled to call a halt on -the culti- 
vating ambitions of the French peas- 
ants. They admired the spirit which 
prompted the aged ones and the wom- 
en and the children to dare death In 
order to make a full crap possible, 
but they did not think that a few ex- 
tra bushels of wheat or of potatoes 
would compensate France for further 
losses among Its peasantry. It was 
necessary, therefore, to call a halt on 
this fine but dangerous farming en- 
deavor. The toilers did not mind the 
hell of shell fire any more than the 
soldiers did, but there are some sac- 
rifices which are needless. So it Is 
that the peasant toll of today must 
manifest itself only up to the inside 
limit of danger from dropping projec- 
tiles. Thus it Js that the plain on 
which I am standing has not yet been 
turned by the plow. 


Nature has been at work here ever 


since It felt the first warming touch of 
spring's sun. This battlefield today la 
covered 
with 
flowers, dandelions, 


daisies, forget-me-nots and violets. The 
deep pits dug by the earlier fallen 
shells are now sunken gardens. White 
and gold, yellow and blue and crim- 
son, enter into the color scheme of the 
battlefield. I never knew before the 
knifelike sharpness of contrast. War 
and death are in the valley, and pence 
and life are on the commanding hill. 
The guns are pounding while over my 
head two skylarks are soaring and 
singing. The fast growing grass af- 
fords the birds shelter for their nests, 
and above them always is the sky 
against whose foundations artillery is 
vainly used. 


Reminder* of the Battle. 


All along the edges of this platean 


the trenches are deeply cut They are 
used for shelter by the men of both 
armies during the sweeping fire on 
this open plain. Today they are some- 
what back of the rearmost trenches 
of the present fighting line. It Is eas- 
ily learned how savage was the fight 
In this place where today one picks 
Sowers and listens to the larks sing- 
ing in defiance of the noise of the 
cannon. Reminders of the battle that 
has moved on apace are everywhere. 
German shells and French shells ex- 
pended either vainly or to awful pur- 
pose are an incumbrance to one's foot- 
steps When one follows the track of 
modern war he wonders that any man 
engaged in it can live to -write its 
history. 


It Is hard to turn away from this 


]eld near St. Mlhlel. There have been 
iorrors enough along the line of the 
way to make one hate war for all 
time, but yet there Is something 
about It which grips the Interest and 
;he Imagination. This battlefield of 
Vaux-Marie is one point of two meet- 
ing lines of a triangle, within whose 
compass the fighting has been at Its 
iercest and whose edge Is still fanned 
by the hot breath of battle. 
I have 


said that this triangle is out of the 
present fighting, but one cannot so 
sense it while the ground shakes with 
:he roar of artillery. 


Prance Is high-heartedly hopeful to- 


day that the line of this fighting will 
continue to recede northward and 
north-eastward, and that the recession 
will become quicker paced day by day 
as the spring and the summer ad- 
vance. As it is the fragments of vil- 
lages within this triangle, and which 
are still shaken by the gunfire, feel 
seemingly that their future safety is 
as assured as if they were removed 
a thousand leagues from the clashing 
armies in the valleys of the Alre and 
the Meuse. The few villagers who 
have come back have full confidence 
In the prowess of the French soldiers 
who are bulwarking the land. 


More Desolate Villages. 


Near this field of the fighting there 


are several desolated places which I 
have seen, but of which I have not 
written, so like is their condition to 
that of scores of other villages which 
I have visited and whose pathos ap- 
pealed. 
Pretz and Vasslncourt are 


gone. Louppy le Chateau Is a pile of 
ruins. At Revigny nothing is left but 
the walls of the church and one saint's 
statue, from which destruction In 
some way or another was warded off. 


We see these places as we pass 


from the battlefield to a village still 
standing, at least in part, and where 
we may rest, and where we might 
forget war were it not for the distant 
rolling of the guns along the Hue 
where men are killing men. We are 
going back to Paris and from there 
later I hope to go under the same 
guidance to another part ot France, 
where, as along this line, the armies 
are at death grips.

Belgian Newspaper Man Tells of 


Escape Into Holland. 


Humble HeroM Who Make a Living In 


Expediting Passage of Those Who 


Wish to Go to Holland- 


Trying Night Watch. 


Rotterdam.—Willy R. Benedictns, a 


well-known Belgian newspaper writer, 
has arrived here after a daring trip 
through the German-lines guarding the 
frontier of Belgium. 


To get out he employed one of the 


men who are making a living by the 
perilous business of expediting the 
passage of those wishing to leave the 
conquered kingdom. They arrived at 
a hamlet on the frontier late at night. 


"The- man at whose bouse we put up 


is one of the humble heroes who dur- 
ing the war have sprung up from the 
most 
unexpected 
quarters," 
said 


Benedictus. 


"Before the war he might have been 


something of a poacher, but since the 
summer he has been of incomparable 
use to his country in allowing hun> 
dreds ct young men to leave Belgium 
and Join the army. He began by tak- 
ing me for a spy on account of my 
beard. 'Beard,' he said, 'may be false.' 
But my guttle gave him the password. 
That satisfied him, and we waited 
what the night was to bring us. 


"Three other young men were to 


pass also; one of them, a Russian, bad 
•waited for five days in the peasant's 
little house. 


"Our host took us at about midnight 


to a spot I shall remember till my 
dying day. Imagine a road of ten 
yards or so in width running between 
the sharp ascents of two cliffllke little 
hills. One of the cliffs is Belgium. The 
other—Holland. AH we had to do was 
to run down one of the cliffs, cross the 
road and climb into tbe other steep 
bank. But easier said than done'" 


"For hours we crouched behind our 


cliff awaiting the signal, which our 
leader was in no haste to give. I can- 
not answer for the others, but for my 
part I was growing nervous. 
It is 


known that the sentries fire at once If 
they see anyone. And their shouting 
rather got on my nerves. 


"There were two of them—two 


landsturm men—walking to and fro 
on the road. We saw clearly every 
line of their faces, as the moon was 
full, and the big men guarding an in- 
visible line and halloing to each other 
from time to time, were ghostly. 


'Isn't the full moon a drawback for 


us?' I asked our guide. 'By no means; 
If there were no such moon you could 
rush into the sentry's arms, as a young 
fool did last week!' 


"We had to wait tbe moment when 


the sentries were a hundred yards 
from each other. It struck half-past 
two at a neighboring church; the sen- 
tries exchanged, or rather shouted, the 
password; the signal was given, and 
off we darted. We threw ourselves 
down the cliffs and the ten yards of 
the road were covered in two stride*. 
But the climbing up the other c'i/Twas 
no joke. We had just to tafce hold of 
the Jutting stones; but we thought 
not of the difficulty. S- 
ling pushed 


LAWS GOVERNING HOTELS 


State Hotel Commissioner A. 


Messer has formulated new rules gov 
eniing hotels and restaurants 88 au 
thorized by the laws of Florida. 


Rule 1. These rules and regulation 


are designed to give you the maximum 
safety, comfort and health protectio 
that a hotel, rooming house or res 
taurant will reasonably permit. Th< 
management, however, must have you 
hearty assistance ana co-operation t 
conduct this establishment in a satis 
factory manner. You should use th 
property of the hotel, rooming hous 
or restaurant with the same care a 
if it were in your own homes. Tin 
use of wash bowls in sleeping room 
(or urinals; towels and bedding tc 
shine shoes; expectorating on floors 
walls or carpets; or other equall; 
filthy practices should be coridemne.- 
by all persons who desire to iroprov 
living conditions in our hotels, room 
ing houses or restaurants. 


Rule 2. Every 
hotel, 
rooming 


house and restaurant in this state 
shall be conducted in every depart 
ment in a manner most conductive to 
the protection of the health, comfor 
and safety of its guests, and it shal 
be constructed, equipped and main 
tained with efficient plumbing, ventila 
tion and lighting, in accordance with 
standards prescribed by rules, regula 
tions and orders issued in conformity 
to law.

without toilets in addition to those 
provided with individual toilets. 


Every toilet room in hotels, room- 


ing houses and restaurants shall be 
artificially lighted during the entire 
period that the building is occupied, 
wherever and whenever adequate na 
tural light is not available, so that all 
parts of the room are *«9Hy -visible. 


Rule 4.'/All hotels, rooming bouses 


and restaurants in cities, towns or vil- 
lages not havinga public sewer sys- 
tem or water works, shall have prop- 
erly constructed 
privies, vaults or 


other sanitary devices, which shall al 
ways be kept clean, properly ventil 
ated and well screened from insects 
and rodents.

apartments must be tight. A separate 
apartment with separate entrance, 
properly designated 
and screened 


from public view, must be provided 
for each sex.

be mouse and rat proof, and be thor 
oughly screened against flies, cock 
roaches and other vermin. 


Decayed, contaminated or unwhole 


some meats, vegetables or other fooi 
products, shall not be served in an 
hotel or restaurant, nor shall they b 
stored in any hotel 
or restauran 


storeroom. 


All places where foods are prepared 


or stored, shall be kept in a clean an 
sanitary condition. 


The drains from ice boxes and re 


frigerators must be properly trapped 


Rule 7. All water for drinking an 


culinary purposes in hotels and res 
taurants shall be free from contain 
ination. 


The use of contaminated, unwhole- 


some or impure ice in drinks, or to 
cooling of food by direct contact, ii 
prohibited in hotels and restaurants. 


Rule 8. All garbage and kitchen 


refuse must be kept in water-tigh 
metal cans provided with close-fitting 
metal covers, unless otherwise pro- 
tected from flies and other vermin 
and the contents must be removed as 
often as necessary to prevent decom 
position and overflow. 
The use o: 


wooden containers is prohibited. 


Where garbage chutes or conveyors 


are used, they must be constructed so 
as to exclude from the building al 
odors arising from such garbage. 


No waste water 
(including dish 


water) shall be discharged on or near 
the premises so as to create a nul 
sance. 


Rule 9. The dining rooms, and all 


places where meals are. served in 
hotels and restaurants, shall be kept 
clean, well ventilated, heated, lighted 
and in a sanitary condition. This 
shall include the proper cleaning of 
the floor, ceiling, walls, tables, chairs 
.rays and all other dining room equip 
ment. 


The dining room shall be equipped 


with serviceable furniture. 


Table cloths and pads must be kept 


clean. 


Napkins, when provided, must be 


washed and ironed after being used 
by any guest 


The use of dirty or cracked dishes, 


or glassware in which food or drink 
s prepared or served, or dirty silver- 
ware in hotels and restaurants is pro- 
libited. 


All dishes, silverware, glasses,finger 


)owls, and all other dining room uten- 
sils must be thoroughly cleaned after 
>eing used by any individual. 


Finger bowls, when used, must be 


filled with fresh, pure water for each 
uest 
Rule 10. 
Every sleeping room shall 


be of sufficient size to afford at least 
400 cubic feet of air space for each 
occupant over twelve years 'Of age, 
and 200 cubic feet for each occupant 
under twelve years of age. No greater 
number of occupants than thus es- 
ablished shall be permitted to sleep 
n any one room. 


Sleeping rooms must be kept in 


good repair. The ceiling, walls and 
floor shall be free from dirt. 


No room shall be used for a sleep 


ng room in any hotel heretofore con 
tructed which does not have an ade- 
quate opening, other than a transom 
ver the door, to the outside of the 
lulldlng, or too well-ventilated light 
wells, air shafts, courts, or hallways. 
Light wells, air shafts and courts in 
uch hotels must be open at the top, 
IT provided with approved ventilator's 
to furnish proper ventilation. 


In rooms having an outside window, 
r a window opening on a well ven- 
ilated light well, air shaft or court, 
jroper ventilation can be secured if 
he window is opened at top and boU 
om, and an adjustible shield placed 
t the bottom to prevent drafts. 
At least one window in each sleep- 


ng room must be so constructed to 
ermlt It to be raised from the hot- 
om or lowered from the top at any 
ime. 
if storm windows are used, at 


east one for each sleeping room shall 
be either suspended from the top, or 
Inged from the sides, so that it can 
be opened and closed .readily. 
* 


Doors to sleeping rooms shall be 


provided with proper facilities for 
ocklng. 


Each room must be provided with 
t least one chair, two clothes hooks, 
and where an Individual toilet Is not 
vallable, with a chamber, and where 
mining water U not supplied, must 
be furnished wltb dean wash water 


pitcher, wash bowl and slop Jar. 


Clean Individual towels must be 


supplied in all cases. 


All bedroom furnishings must be 


kept clean and free from odor, and 
each guest must be provided with 
clean wash water, and upon request, 
with pure, wholesome drinking water. 


Rugs and carpets shall be kept 


clean and thoroughly renovated at 
least once a year, and oftener when 
deemed necessary by the hotel com- 
missioner or inspector. 


(Rugs aie recommended for use in 


sleeping rooms in place of carpets.) 


Where sleeping and dressing rooms 


are provfded for employes, they shall 
be properly lighted, heated, ventilated 
and kept clean. 


All hotels not equipped with all- 


night Illumination, must provide each 
sleeping room with a serviceable lamp, 
or candle and matches. 


Rule 11. All hotels shall hereafter 


provide each bed, bunk, cot or other 
sleeping place for the use of tran- 
sient or permanent guests with white 
cotton or linen pillow slips, top and 
under sheets, also mattress, and a 
reasonably sufficient quantity of bed- 
ding. 


The under sheet to be of sufficient 


size to completely cover the mattress 
and fold under on sides and ends. 


The top sheet must be at least of 


equal width, and, on and after Janu- 
ary 1, 1916, it must not be less than 
90 inches long after being laundered. 


The long top sheet is to be folded 


back at the head of the bed so as to 
cover all top coverings, at least 
twelve inches. 


All bedding, including mattresses, 


quilts, blankets, pillows, sheets and 
comforts used hi any hotel or room- 
ing house must be thoroughly aired 
and kept clean. No bedding shall be 
used which is worn and unfit for fur- 
ther use. Pillow slips and sheets 
must be washed and ironed as often 
as they shall be assigned to a differ- 


Rule 12. Whenever a room in any 


hotel has been occupied by a guest 
with a communicable disease, it shall 
be thoroughly fumigated and disin- 
fected In accordance with the rules of 
the state hotel commission 
before 


being occupied by another guest. 


Rule 13. All sample display rooms 


shall be kept clean, and provided with 
sufficient light and ventilation. 


Rule 14 
All windows, doors and 


other openings to the outside of th* 
building, in kitchens, dining rooms, 
cellars and public offices of every ho- 
tel and restaurant, must be properly 
screened against flies and other in- 
sects. 


All sleeping rooms in every hotel 


having a window opening to the out- 
side of the building, must be provided 
with a suitable screen and in rooms 
laving more than one window, screens 
shall be provided for each window in 
every such room. 


Rule 15. All premises connected 


with, or used by, any hotel, rooming 
louse or restaurant, shall be kept in 
a sanitary condition, and it shall be 
the duty of any person or persons in 
charge of such hotel, rooming houses 
or restaurants to abate any nuisance, 
source of filth, or cause of sickness, 
existing on the premises as required 
by the statutes. 


Rule 16. For the construction of 


new fire escapes, consult the hotel 
commission.

British Navy Is at Anchor in the 


Orkneys.

Fleet — Secrecy and ClOM

" Rotterdam, Holland.—The British 
North sea battleship fleet la In the 
xOrkney islands north of Scotland. For 
more than two months there has been 
no official news given, to the world as 
to Its whereabouts or what it wag do- 
ing. On the contrary, strenuous ef- 
forts have been made to conceal the 
' location of the fleet. The fleet's great 


•work Is done. It destroyed every Ger- 
man commerce raider. It drove every 
enemy ship to harbor. 


There remains only one task—the 


destruction of the German fleet. Brit- 
ish naval policy long ago assumed 
definite shape. There is believed to be 
little doubt that the British fleet will 
annihilate the enemy when they meet, 
but the admiralty thinks that this 
meeting win take place only when 
the Germans are ready to fight In 
open sea. Until then the British flee! 
•will remain safe in port. It will not 
risk tmremunerative loss by permit- 
ting Isolated divisions to cruise in the 
North sea, a fair and sure target for 
the active German submarines. 


Consequently the British fleet lies 


at anchor Just as tar from the Ger- 
man naval bases as it can get But 
It is ready. There is no question 
about that It is tn the pink of condi- 
tion—and Is eager. 


By years of labor and the expendi- 


ture of much money the English 
navy has transformed the barren, 
desolate Orkney islands into one of 
the strongest naval positions in the 
•world. It is Great Britain's Kiel ca- 
nal and Wilhelmshaven all in one. The 
great feature about this base Is Its 
Inaccessibility. 


The mate of an American merchant 


ship which was held at Kirkwall in 
the Orkney Islands pending examina- 
tion slipped ashore. He made a com- 
plete circuit of the Kirkwall mainland 
and from the top of a mountain which 
overhangs the landlocked harbor he 
hadvan excellent view of the great hid- 
den naval base. 


When the American ship was at 


Kirkwall there were more than 'sev- 
enty great warships lying at anchor 
•under the lee of the island of Hoy. 
Forty of these were dreadnaughts and 
battle cruisers. Thirty were older bat- 
tleships and large armored cruisers. 
In other parts of the bay were fleets 
of warships of other types. 


To the left of the battleship fleet 


was an armada of more than 100 
•wicked looking destroyers, while still 
farther to the left lay a fleet of armed 
merchantmen, probably to be used as 
transports. Behind the dreadnaught 
fleet, built out from the sandy shore, 
•was a long wharf with several small 
buildings upon it 
To this wharf a 


fleet of submarines was tied side by 
tide In groups of four. 


Three entrances to Scapa Flow are 


completely blocked with great chain 
booms and strong wire nets. 
The 


fourth Is obstructed In the same man- 
ner,' so that only a skillful pilot can 
bring a big ship through in safety. 


One might sail around the Orkneys 


Indefinitely and never suspect that the 
most powerful fleet In the world lay 
bidden just over the circular ridge of 
mountains. 


German submarines are constantly 


nosing about. Hardly a day passes 
that one or more is not sighted. It 
lias been reported that several Ger- 
man submarines have been sunk lust 
off the Orkneys. 


The British navy has taken elabor- 


ate precautions to prevent German 
•cruisers from getting to sea for com- 
merce raiding. The Skager-Rak, be- 
tween Norway and Denmark, Is 
watched closely by swift destroyers 
and submarines. 
If German ships 


•stand oat from the Baltic into the 
North sea through the Skager-Rak, 
the destroyer Informs the headquar- 
ters of the fleet, on the Island of Hoy 
In the Orkneys, by wireless, giving 
the strength of the enemy, the course 
and speed. 


There is another strong patrol 


which completely blocks the North 
sea between the Shetland Islands and 
the coast of Norway. The English 
channel blockading fleet comes under 
another division entirely. But all are 
quite sure that a German cruiser 
•would not elude discovery If it at- 
tempted a dash to the open Atlantic.

Some prefer to spend perfectly 


good money for lithia waters, brougnt 
from distant localities and to drink 
them for their supposed health-giving 
qualities. It may be a disappointment 
to know that to secure one good 
therapeutic dose of the essential in- 
gredient, carbonate of lithium, would 
require the drinking of 250,000 gal- 
lons of the fluid, which makes the 
medicine decidedly dilute. 
At the 


rate of one gallon a day, almost seven 
hundred years would be needed to 
acquire the single dose.

resistance to disease, is secured by 
Intelligence and common sense, evi- 
dently a more or less rare combina- 
tion when It comes to a consideration 
of the one matter of largest personal 
Interest to us all.—our health.—Flor 
Ida State Boa/d of Health.

(From The Daytona Gazette-News) 
Mrs. Charles W. Glllman, who was 


called 
to Welland, Ont, Canada, a 


few weeks ago by the illness of her 
mother, writes the Ga/ette-News from 
that place of the noticeable effects In 
Canada of the European war. Mrs. 
Glllman was accompanied to Can- 
ada by her daughter, Mrs. L. L. Bel- 
lamy. Mrs. Gillman's Interesting de- 
scription of the conditions resulting 
from the war follows: 


Welland, Ont., Can., July 17, 1916. 


Editor Gazette-News: 


We reached here Saturday morning 


at 9:20, just 48 hours after leaving 
Daytona. We made fine connections; 
changed cars five times. We found 
our mother much better. 


The first thing that met our gaze 


after crossing the river at Black Rock 
was a mounted cannon and a squad 
of British soldiers guarding the en- 
trance into Canada. We who live IE 
Daytona don't know anything about 
the war, but as soon as you cross the 
line and enter into King George's do- 
main one can soon realize the grav- 
ty of the situation. The soldiers pa- 
trollng the streets and all public 
buildings are a constant reminder of 
he great struggle going on across the 
water. When we went to claim our 
trunks that had been sent in bond 
we found everybody excited over a 
ittle steamer trunk that had been 
traced here. It belonged to a Ger- 
man spy suspect and they are holding 
the trunk in the hope of catching him. 
But he has not called for it so far. 


We are located just a few feet from 


:he great Welland canal4 where large 
vessels are passing regularly day and 
night. In the early days of the war 
Lieutenant McCormick, who, by the 
way, 
was an American, was shot at 


on the bridge. As the result of this 
act all houses occupied by foreigners 
vere searched and all arms and other 
weapons were confiscated, and I was 
old that the soldiers found enough 
arms to equip a regiment. 


There are a great many Hungarians, 


Austrians and Germans in Welland 
who work in the great cordage fac- 
ory, 
and one has to be careful in 


expressing their feelings as they 
might step on the toes of an enemy. 


The general feeling here 'is not a 


teaceful one by any means, and the 
Canadians are certainly a patriotic 
leople. All of the people that I have 
poken to are for little Belgium and 
are very confident of winning. 


In one of the moving picture thea- 


ers in London, Ont., tour young men, 
,vho proved to be Belgians, went to 
ee the fall of Antwerp. One of them 
umped to his feet as he recognized 
his mother and sister in the fleeing 
hrong and fell to the floor in a faint 


Flags are flying at half-mast in 


Welland for one of the neighbor boys 
.'ho was killed in the trenches. His 
ame is Palmer Boyle. I saw his sor- 
owing parents who have the sympa 
hy of the whole community in their 
ereavement. 
One incident that raised the anger 
f the Canadian people was the case 
f a man from Brantford, a few miles 
rom here. 
1 don't know his name, 


rho was crucified by German soldiers 
rith bayonets. Young Boyle was 
•itness to the awful deed. 
Another blow felt in Welland WPS 
le sinking of the Lusitania, as seven 
f her- residents went down with the 
1-fatea ship. Mrs. Baxter and four 
liildren and three others whose name 
could not learn. 
All boats entering the Welland 
anal are stopped in' the locks and 
carded by troops and searched for 
nemies of military age. There has 
ion quite a number taken from the 
essels. On proof of American citizen- 
lip they are released. 
There are a great number of South- 
rners who spend 
the summers in 


anadian resorts on the lakes. Pass- 
orts are not required. But every car- 
age, automobile or other convey- 
nce Is stopped at the border line and 
earched by the soldiers. This came 
bout from outrages perpetrated by 
he enemy or their sympathizers, such

At times there have been rumors of 


invasion by Germans and sympa- 
thizers at different points of the In- 
ternational boundary line. But as a 
general rule there is not much atten- 
tion given to such rumors. 


"Shortly after the beginning of hos- 


tilities all locks and bridges on the 
Welland canal were placed under 
guard. There are factories engaged 
In the manufacture of shells here; 
they also are under guard. 


We are just a short distance from 


Niagara. On the lake where a mili- 
tary training camp Is situated, most 
of the volunteer officers and 
men 


received their training. The army 
is a purely volunteer system and it 
appears to be a success. 


The Canadians are very proud of 


the record made by their troops on 
the firing line. In case of soldiers, 
officers or privates desiring to enlist 
to serve on the foreign field, no mat- 
ter how keen the desire, they are not 
accepted unless they can show a writ- 
ten consent from their wives.
